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EPA completes Tardcorp study

GRANITE CITY — Three problem areas 
have been found by the U.S. Environmental 
Protection Agency in completing its remedial 
investigation of lead contamination at Tara- 
corp. 

Those concerns are: The residential areas 
of- Granite City and Madison within %-mile 
of the site at isth Street and Cleveland Bou- 
levard,.a number: of alleys in Venice, and 
parts of Eagle Park. Byproducts from the 

~ plant were used for paving and fill in Eagle 
Park and Venice. 
__ “Right off, we want to make it clear this 
is not Times Beach,"’ Steve Frederick, EPA 
spokesman, said. “‘No one is going to have to 
be moved out. Really, what we want is for 
people to be aware that a danger exists. 

“There is a danger for children playing in 

the soi, ~especially small children. People 
who grow their’ own vegetables also may 
face inger.’”

eating outside, may place dirty hands in

“The best thing is to watch their diet; 
make ‘sure it is inced. A deficiency of 
calcium or iron increases the susceptibility 
to harm from lead. Also, fruits and vegeta- 
bles need to be washed,”’ Frederick said. 

A secondary lead smelter, closed by Tara- 
corp in 1983, was used mainly for reprocess- 
ne lead- i scrap — used batteries and 
telephone cable sheathing. The site was 
placed on the EPA “‘Superfund” list in 1933. 

The most recent soil-samples showed lead 
levels ranging from 45 to 4,150 parts per mil- 
lion in the area within ‘-mile of the site and 
levels from 63 to 8,200 parts per million at 
the paving sites. a 

The Federal, Agency for Toxic Substances 
and Disease ‘istry considers 500 to 1,000 
Parts per” million potentially hazardous, 
according to the EPA, while other experts. 
say any lead exposure shduld be avoided. 

The next step in the cleanup is a feasibili- 

ty study, which according to Frederick 
should be completed by next year. That

study evaluates various methods for cleanup 
and then a potential solution will be pro- 
posed. 

At that time a public meeting will be held 
and public comment considered.

Natasha Richardson is excel- 
lent as heiress-cum-revolution- 
ary Patty Hearst. In fact, she 
is perfect. 

“Patty Hearst’’. (3% stars) 
chronicles the story of Hearst 
following her abduction Feb. 4, 
1974, by the Symbionese Libera- 
tion Army from her apercnent 
near the University of Califor- 
nia-Berkeley campus. 

Although obviously made on 
a small budget, ‘Patty Hearst” 
does not resemble hurried, 
made-for-television exploitation 
films. The movie has the forti- 
tude to present things exactly 
like they were and portrays 
young heiress for what she 
apparently is: A light-headed 
but pleasant young lady who is 
fullble. easily influenced, intel- 
ectually shallow and a great 
follower, not much of a leader.

Because this movie does not 
try for too many pumped-p

The most powerful scene
